Mr. Stockdale then 
provided Himself with four parish constables, and 
accompanied by Mr. BE. lL. Swift, of the Kegalia 
Oilice, in the Yower, and the ex-editor of the pa- 
per, Mr. Poole, formerly 4 servant of the esta 
blisiiment, and some other persons under the au- 
thority of his Lordship, in the absence of Mr. 
Merle, arrived in « hackney couch, amd imme- 
diately proceeded to take possession of ihe premises 
— On the arrival of Mr. Merle he marshalled his 
forces, consisting éf compositers, printers, press- 
men, devils, supernumerarics, flanked by the 
whole of the literary corps of the establishment, 
and, in martial array, soundest the tocsin of de- 
france; the banner of “ The True Britow” was 
raised in the attics of the office, against its late 
Noble Patron, and led on by General Merle. The 
combatants met in dreadtul conflict on the stair- 
case—there was no withstanding the overwhelm- 
ing force opposed to his Lordship’s agents, who, 
one after another, were very unceremoniously 
compelled to make a somerset retreat dowa into 
the Office, from which they were suddenty expel- 
led, and driven into the street.
